A& A 
are A-Team equals, but Allan is getting old and much younger Angela 
will be his instant replacement when the time comes. She can’t visit 
her parents across the border in NB because of overreaxion to COVID-19 
which she thinx is a Chinese bio-weapon, just a bad flu which got 
politicized. Tell that to the 500K Americans it has killed so far. 
This accounts for the first half of the hour already. 


Later at 0150: Still trying to buy WHRI, still waiting on FCC, don't 
know of any problems, just burocracy. Everything's culminated (? - 0, 
**covinated’*). All the paperwork, deeds and money are ready. 0151 new 
FRW items -- with frequencies ‘‘is on’* as if they would keep ona 
single frequency; *‘single sideband TV’*. BTW, I notice that Allan has 
not twitted since Jan 20; abandoned that platform? Says he does not 
like FB either. Here's John Carver's version: 


**Tonight's show started on time on 6160. Very poor signal on 7490. 
Allan and Angela in the studio in a warm FLA this evening. Allan says 
he has a beautiful wife and Angela says she's all fired up. Opening 


talk about the superstation from a business standpoint. He talks about 
how the station is not run like other businesses as they are very laid 
back and the station is not run in a rigid, structured, manner as most 
businesses are.

xk US A. 9975, Feb 12 at 0326, KVOH with preaching in English only 
S5-S9, VP compared to 9955 WRMI with praise/xmas song at S9+20/30. 
Something is strange here: the two are roughly the same distance, but 
KVOH is aiming toward us and WRMI away from us (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx US A. 15825, Feb 13 at 2142, no signal from WWCR-1, not even the 
usual JBA carrier within the normal skip zone at 1 megameter at 15-16 
MHz. 6115, also no signal for WWCR-1 on its next frequency from 2200. 
Ivo Ivanov also noted no signal earlier today at 0645 on 3215, the 
WWCR-1 frequency at 02-12 UT. This is the same transmitter which for 
months, yea years, has been squealing, ‘‘I'm sick!

after outage awaiting some replacement part. Into Maine SDR it’s 
$9+15/30 --- and still squealing! So fixing that had nothing to do 
with the latest problem.

At 1622 here, 15810 still JBA carrier; but at 1637, UTwente pulls JBA 
jazz at 15810.001 and 1638 definite ID at S6-S8, ad something about 
health; is 5085 off now? At 1644 Ted is explaining that 15810 is on at 
full power and something about a 5085 problem? At 1655 I try KiwiSDR 
in Maine, getting 15810 at only S3-S4, better to UTwente at S7 to S8. 
Maine gets JBA carrier S3 on 5085. At 1700 an anti-commercial by Ted 
about eight wifi ‘‘radios** they have which will soon be dead. ° ‘Never 
buy a Grace(???) product for the rest of your life!** Not sure of the 
brand, but some other one has been widely publicized about to crash 
with no further software updates. Which one is that? 


I leave 15810 UTwente on in the background but soon after 1700 it’s 
nothing but noise --- off or fadeout? At 1644 UT I had notified the 
WOR iog about 15810, but no other reports of it received in the next 
sesquihour (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
